God is

ON SINGING IN BANKS 


Th* acting Secretary of th« Treasury, Mor- 
genthau, has issued a 
code of etiquette for 
Treasury guards. 
Under th* cod* they are 
required to refrain from reading the newspaper 
or books while on assignment; to keep clothes 
dean, pressed, and coat buttoned; keep cap 
clean and on straight; keep shoes shined; re­ 
frain from smoking and unnecessary conversa­ 
tion while on assignment; not to sit down while 
on assignment, except where it demands desk 
work or for temporary relaxation, and appear 
at inspection. 
Morale is undoubtedly kept up better by such 
requirements, which reminds us that Gilbert K . 
Chesterton has raised the question: If reapers 
sing while reaping, why should not auditors 
sing while auditing and bankers while banking? 
If there are songs for all the separate things 
that have to be done in a boat, why are there 
not songs for all the separate things that have 
to he done in a bank? . . . 
It is obvious that 
there is an indefinable something in the very 
atmosphere of the society in which we live 
that makes it spiritually difficult to sing in 
banks. 
M r. Chesterton says that one cannot 
be a great financier and sing, because the es­ 
sence of being a great financier is that you 
keep quiet. 
W h ile M r. Chesterton was toying with the 
idea of singing in counting houses, he wrote 
out a few songs suitable for commercial gen­ 
tlemen. 
The songs are amusing. 
The Treasury 
guards might entertain themselves by compos­ 
ing songs which they could sing if it were the 
custom to sing around financial circles.
